>)ad ben vandalized, told police 
the destruction apparently took 
place between 13:30 and 7 pm 
yesterday. 


Ink Tossed 


Records were strewn about and 
ink tossed on the Roars of the 
church nursery, kitchen, records 
office and main room. Officer 
Harman noted. Printer s ink had 
also beal splattered on the wails 
and appliances in the kitchen. 


The Reverend Brackin told po­ 
lice that there had also been *ign> 
of vandalism at the church on 
Sunday, bid that nothing had been 
taken. The pastor said that van­ 
dals had entered the church three 
times during the past dx weens 
“Once they pin lubricating grease 
on the wall*," he said 


Today. Bristol Township detec 
tives took fingerprints about the 
church rooms in hopes of bring 
ing an end to the vandalism which 
has irritated Rev. Brackin and 
his congregation for nearly a 
year

The Bullicks 
have a bungalow on Adams Ave. 
in West Bristol and have been 
coming up here for the past 
eight years. 
"This is the first time trouble 
has come to the children," she 
related.
